Meanwhile, the department of 
agriculture reported th at wholesale 
dressed meat prices were nearly 
double the celling prices yester­ 
day.

^ from the previou* day. 
Good and choice beef was bring­ 
ing 345 to 350 per hundredweight 
at wholesale, compared with the 
celling price of 326.05.

Naturally, the answer to this 
depends on how sick yoO have been 
and on the type of sickness you 
have experienced. It can only be 
answered in detail by the doctor 
in charge, bat, in general, medical 
opinion 
today 
favors 
shorter 
periods of bed rest than in the 
past 
Of course when a patient is 
acutely ill, he is put to bed and, as 
long as he is really sick, there is 
usually no difficulty about keeping 
him there. On the other hand, 
there are many long-drawn-out 
disorders, which in the past wert 
also thought to demand bed rest 
Today, there is some question as 
to just how much good such pro­ 
longed rest in bed may do. Indeed, 
certain recent discoveries indicate 
that it may in some cases work 
harm. 
Rest May be Harmful 
According to Dr. F. Kenneth 
Albrecht of Florida, prolonged 
rest in bed may product a variety 
of change* in the body, many of 
which may actually ta harmful, 
and which are similar to the 
changes that go on following a 
severe injury or th* wasting of 
some prolonged disease. He says 
that rest in bed, if continued for 
three or four weeks, will reduce 
the volume of the circulating 
blood. It will cause the heart to 
beat more rapidly and may reduce 
the size of the heart. It also may 
interfere with the way the blobd 


ve**e!» adjust themselves to 
changes from a lying-dowa posi­ 
tion to a sitting or standing posi­ 
tion. 
Studies of persons who have re* 
stained in bel for this length of 
time have shown certain changes 
in the electroeardtogram or elec­ 
trical tracing of the heart beat 
which indicate less ability of the 
heart to adjust itself to changes of 
position. 
Studies of the Blood 
Studies of the blood have shown 
sn increase in the formation of 
lactic acid during the following 
muscular work in patients who 
have had a long period of rest in 
bed. Other changes include les­ 
sened efficiency of the breathing 
organ*, less strength in the mus­ 
cles of the intestines, with the de* 
velopment of constipation, and 
lessened endurance for simple 
muscular work. 
Asa general rule, after three or 
four weeks of rest in tad, within 
th* first few days out of tad these 
various changes in the body are 
overcome, at least to some extent. 
However, full restoration may re­ 
quire several week* even when n 
physical training program is car­ 
ried out. 
All of this does not mean that 
bed rest should not ta employed in 
the treatment of many disorders, 
But, in a1) cases, the exact amount 
of rest necessary must ta de­ 
termined by the physician. He can 
decide just how much rest is need­ 
ed to aid in overcoming the illness 
without interfering with the func­ 
tion* of the body.
